* SAUGUS, Mass.—Portions » of the 
first smelting furnace to make iron in 
America have been uncovered on the 
banks of the Saugus river.

Stamp Out 
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Teacher Retires After 
52 Years Of Service | 


After setting what must be some 
Sort of record in the teaching. profes- 
sion, Miss Anna Hall, 72, has decid- 
ed to “call it a day.” 

With. the close of school at Lacombe 
on June 30, Miss Hall signified her 
intention of resigning after 62 succes- 
sive years of teaching. The last three 
years she has spent in Lacombe “help- 
ing out” in public school during the 
height of the teacher shortage. 

She began her teaching career in 
1897 in Ontario.

LET'S HELP OUR LEADERS — 

Exactly one year ago the third world war of this century 
was on forty-eight hours notice, The reason that war appears 
less imminent now is the strengthened arming unity of the 
U.S., the Commonwealth and Western Europe. But standing 
guard is a dull business. It is difficult for an entire democ- 
racy to stand guard, For several democracies to stand guard 
togéther is even more difficult. Althougfh the democracies 
have twice proven, themselves adequate in war, another kind 
of greatness is required of them to maintain the oa no- 
war condition. 


Peace depends on the skill, resolve, hard work and mu- 
tual faith of the democracies. For the past year or two, the 
group leadership among these countries has been in advance 
of the people. This is where leaders should be, but if people 
always got the governments they deserve the war might now 
, be well along, or finished, everything finished. This is because 
the concept of armed and selfless unity. for self’s sake was 
too hard a concept for most people to get thorougly excited 
about a few yéars ago. That would require too much intelli- 
gence for many who still believe that paying a dollar for unem- 
ployment insurance and getting it back, less the beauracratic 
service charge, is a fine thing. 


How to maintain international well-being was too complic- 


ated a problem for those who still do not understand how to © 


come at domestie well-being. The factory worker who today 
does not know that the baby bonus, by inevitably increasing 
the cost of living, heads him toward poverty instead of wealth 
how could he be expected a few years back to trace a tortuous 
_ path through international jealousies, racial hatreds and Com- 
munistic propaganda to the continued no-war of July 1949? 


It would be more good fortune than can reasonably be ex- 


pected for the leaders of the democracies. to stay always out 
in front of their people in this long struggle to avoid civiliza- 
tion’s last struggle. These politicians who lead the democracies 
are by and large the same kind of men who spend most of their 
time trying to sense what the voters want and beating their 
opponents to providing it. The voters want peace, but no poli- 
tician can prove, before he has tried it, that his policy is the 
right one to keep a no-war state. On giving the poor man back 
his tax money, less the service charge, the politician does not 
have to prove anything. The cheque, nicely .igned with a 
flourish, is whet mast people want to see. They do not demand 
proof. that it makes them richer individually or collectively. 
That it makes every individual poorer, and hurts the poor 
people worse than it hurts the rich is a vague problem for 
economists. 


It may be that a good many never will learn "ahd to be- 


° 


come better off in their domestic affairs. On this they will con- . 


tinue to get little help in understanding from politicians, their 
leaders. In international affairs they have received real help 
and direction from their leaders. Now they need to help these 
politicians by supporting them and prodding them tg get the 
countries even more closely cooperating and better armed. 
Arming gouges into the national—and individual—income. Ex- 
cept for the question mark of the bomb, Russia is probably 
well armed. The:current Czar does not have to warry about 
paying back even part of a man’s tax money. What the Czar 
feels he needs he takes, without bothering much about having 
cheques go back and forth—tax cheques and hand out cheques 
meeting each other. It is unnecessary to bewilder a Russian 
with the nice writing on cheques; chances are he can’t read 
anyway. 

Over the long pull, the strength of the democracies lies in 
the strength of a free people’s character and intelligence. Over 
the short pull of the past few years, the leadership in interna- 
tional affairs has been excellent. Now it is the people’s turn 
to help themselves, by keeping their governments up to scratch 
in the prosecution of the peace.—Printed Word. ©

Our own trade picture, which re- 
ceived much emphasis during the 
election campaign, is brighter this 
year compared with the same period 
last year, according to the Bureau of 
Statistics. 

One aspect, however, was not 80 
good. April showed the biggest month- 
ly deficit in trade’ with the United 
States since emergency restrictions 
were imposed in November 1947. 
There was a $65,000,000 gap between 
imports from and exports to that 


country. 


But the value of exports to all *Soun- 
tries was up 12 per cent in that month 
and up one per cent in the first four 
months of 1949 compared to the equiv- 
alent periods in 1948, 

Big British Trade 

Imports. from Britain were at their 
highest since the war—worth $30,120,- 
000—a result of the drive to increase 
imports from Britain to help her buy 
more from Canada and to reduce Can- 
adian reliance on the U.S. 

Total foreign trade—exports and 
imports—for the first four months of 
this year was up 6.2 per cent to §1,- 
813,000,000 with ‘all-round increases 
shown, 

The bureau said Canada showed 4 
$3,000,000 deficit in foreign trade for 
the first four months of the year com- 
pared with a favorable balance of $83,- 
400,000 in the same period last year. 

Canada’s dollar supply has improv- 
ed but not to the point where the 
Dominion can afford to make loans to 
non-dollar areas whert there isn't 
hope of getting the dollars back in the 
near future. The present count standa 
at moré than $977,900,000. The supply 
stood at $460,000,000 late in 1947. 

Tourists, especially American tour- 
ists, are being counted on to help the 
dollar situation. Last year Canada 
gained $150,000,000 in hard-dollar cur- 
rency and this year ssyente to do even 
better. 

The . $8,000,000 trade deficit for the 
period January-April, 1949,—the first 
for that period since 1935—is exclu- 
sive of tourist dollars. 

An. incréase of 18 per cent in the 
first five months of this year over the 
same period last year is noted in the 
number of motor permits granted U.S. 
traveylers. 

On June 7 a record total of 6,015 
letters, telegrams and personal calls 
came pouring in to the tourist bureau 
to shatter the previous high of 6,667 
set May 25. 

With foreign exchange control lim- 
iting the amounts Canadians may 
spend in the U.S, the amount spent 
last year-—-$132,000,000—is not expect- 
ed to change considerably. Meanwhile 
last year’s $282,000,000 earned from 
U.S. visitors is expected to swell. 


|New Cabinet Possible 


In his first ‘press conference after 
the election, Prime Minister St. Laur- 
ent would not gay whether. cabinet 
changes would be made before the 
next session of parliament. No ar- 
rangements hdve been made yet to 
fill the 14 vacancies existing in the 
Senate. 

Mr. St. Laurent said the government 
has not considered any new approach 
to the problem of | Dominion-Provin- 
cial relations. The government expect- 
ed to confer with the provinces with 
which it has taxation agreements—al! 
but Ontario and Quebec—one year be- 
fore the end of the agreements. This 
date might be advanced. 

Although the federal government 
had announced a month ago that it 
was ready to consider housing propos- 
als put forward by provincial and 
municipal governments, no housing 
plan has been considered on the cab- 
inet level. 

The prime minister said no consid- 
eration had been given to another loan 


‘to the Unitea Kingdom. A 1946 loan 


of $1,250,000,000 now is quickly run- 
ning out. The last $250,000,000 was 
frozen by Canada in 1947 when she 
herself was running short of, dollars. 
Britain, since then, has been, allowed 
to draw only $10,000,000 monthly.

Canadians are all too familiar with 
the theory that py restricting private 
spending by tion, funds will be 
available® to the government. to tide 
employment over more difficult days. 
Now comes an authoritative survey 
prepared by the Tool Owners Union, 
This survey, carefully based on Amer- 
ican. governmental figures, proves, 
with some conclusivenessa, that gov- 
ernment pump priming and. deficit 
spending is completely ineffective in 
meeting large-scale unemployment. 


Over a sixteen-year period, yedrs 
that did not include the war, but did 
include the depression years, the fig- 
ures of spending and employment were: 
analyzed, Several facts emerged. 
There is a constant minimum: of em- 
ployment. Not even in the height of 
the depression did hard times break 
through this minimum of twefity-five 
million employed persons. In the bump 
er years it did increase to 44 million, 
This 19-million difference is the pro- 
blem. How was it affected? 

Over the period surveyed there were 


years of immense increases in govern- |. 


ment spending aimed to stimulate em- 
ployment. ¢Such, ted resulted in 
an employment of only 6:7 
per cent. What is still more interesting 
and important was that the benefit of 
even this increase was qualified by the 
fact that a portion of this employment 
was highly undesirable, There was a 
great increase, 265 per cent, in non- 
productive government employees, nec 
essary to keep these bureaucratic 
wheels moving. Such employees had 
to be supported by income withdrawn, 
through taxation, from the private 
industries and individuals who pro- 
duced income and jobs. | 

Against this, the survey established 
that the investment of private savings 


in new tools and plants and under-} 


takings resulted in the employment 
of this fluctuating employment group 
to the extent of 93.3 per cent. The fact 
then is that the privately invested 
dollar is fourteen times more effect- 
ive in creating and maintaining. pri- 
vate jobs thah is the government dol- 
lar. - 

The Tool Owners Union argues from 
this. that, in order to provide the pri- 
vate capital investment'on which job 
security so obyiously rests, there must 
be an ability and a willingness on the 
part of businesses and individuals to 
save, and to risk their savings in ex- 
panding the tools of production. 

The implication is obvious. To make 


business unprofitable by assaults on 
earnings removes the willingness to 
risk savings, while high taxation re- 
moves the ability to risk. The only 
alternative then is the ineffective one 
of vast government loss spending to 
produce one job where private spend: 
ing for industrial tools would have 
produced fourteen.

I have recently received my Tax 
Notice covering. my embryo home pro: 
perty in the ,Town of Wainwright, to 
the tune of about $71.00, I have also 
received several others covering resi- 
dential property in the town, all of 
which, reflect this very high tax rate. 

I have compared my taxes in Wain- 
wright with the, taxes levied on much 
better residential property in the City 
of Calgary; where bus, water, etc,, are 
available, and the local taxes are very 
much higher in proportion. ? 

In the town are many retired famil- 
ies, as well as working men,.on whom 
this burden of annual tax falls heavily. 
To me it is altogether unfair to levy 
the same tax on a family as above, as 
that levied on a large business estab- 
lishment, e.g. the hotel, with the only 
difference being in the value of the 
property. 

I suggest that the Council give im- 
mediate and serious consideration to 
the levying of a business tax, as is 
done in most towns and cities of Alber 
ta, to provide funds that are at pre- 
sent being drawn unfairly from older 
‘families in the town.

'24-D SPRAYING 


Reports on 2,4-D spraying coming 
into this office indicate that operators 
are getting a poor kill on any weeds 
that are in an advanced stage of 
growth. In hot dry weather like we 
experienced this year the kill will be 
small and in some cases discouraging. 
2,4-D is a growth hormone. The plant 
to be killed must grow so fast that the 
cell structure of the plant is ruptured 
out of shape. In very dry hot weather 
the plants have not enough moisture 
to accomplish this growing stage and 
a light kill of weeds is the result. 


DEFOLIATION. OF SPRUCE TREES 

A number of spruce shelterbelts in 
this district are drying up and losing 
their needles. This looks like a lack 
of moisture in most cases. I sent up 
some specimens of insects that were 
present on a grove of trees to.the Un- 
iversity Emtomological Laboratory. 
The, report on these insects indicate 
that there was only one mite present 
that could do this damage but it was 
not present in enough numbers to de- 
foliate the trees in such a short time. 
It looks as if the loss of needles on 
spruce trees in this area is due to lack 
of moisture. , 

If you suspect. that there is enough 
insects on a tree to cause injury, 
spraying with DDT would be effective 
in control Only water dispersible

FEED RESERVES. 

In view of prospective febd short- 
ages, livestockmen are urgea to con- 
serve fodder and grain supplies and to 
arrange now to ensure their require- 
ments for the coming winter. Hay 
crops will be light in many districts, 
advises A. M. Walsori, Field Crops 
Commissioner, and livestock in some 
cases have already been turned onto 
fields originally intended for hay 
Even with heavy rains hay yields will 
be much lighter than for several years 
Oats sown now for greenfeed may 
prevent livestock losses at a later date 
Consideration should be given to 
planting part of the summerfallow to 
greenfeed that'can be cut for. winter 
feed or used for pasture. 

Hay from light crops can be more 
readily harvested if raked into wind- 
rows immediately after cutting, says 
Mr. Wilson. If allowed to dry before 
raking mutch of the feed will be left 
on the ground. Plans should be made 
to harvest part of the cereal crop with 
a binder to save the straw or to use 
straw .buncherts on the combine. Al- 
though Inferior in feed quality, straw 
can be used to advantage in periods of 
feed shortage to supplement the more 
nutritive hays. : 

The coarse grain crop is likely to be 
short. Farmers who have grain. on 
hand should delay further marketings 
until their own requirements are as- 
sured. If. the rains come we may yet 
have an average crop, but. the wise 
farmer is the one who, rain or shine, 
has a year’s reserve of feed on hand. 


FARM NOTES 
FROM ABROAD 
Danish Dairy Products 

France and Denmark have signed an 
additional trade agreement to the 
value of $12.4 million. The agreement 
will be effective until October $1; 1949, 
and ‘it guarantees that Denmark will 
export to France 5,000 tons of butter 
and also a small quantity of cheese. 

U.S. Wheat 

An.official forecast of a near-record 
wheat crop this year virtually assures 
a return to production controls in the 
United States in 1950. 

Production controls were in effect 
before World War II but were lifted 
during the war. The new measures will 
be désigned to keep grain supplies 
from becoming a burden on the mar- 
ket. They will probably include acre- 
age. allotments or & combination of 
allotments and marketing quotas. Mar 
keting quotas ‘to Be operative would 
have to be by at least two- 
thirds of the growers voting in @ na- 
tion-wide referendum. Acreage allot- 
ments do not require grower approval. 

Dutch Potatoes 

Production of white potatoes in The 
Netherlands in 1948 amounted to 5.8 
million metric tons, the largest output 
in. the country’s history and 27 per 
cent greater than( the’ 1947 crop. 

The outlook in The, Netherlands is 
for a reduction in potato acreage this 
season, based on a policy of increased 
production of home-grown feed to ex- 
pand dairy and hog production, Dit 
ficulties in marketing last seasons 
potato crop are also expected to in- 
fluence growers in curtailing 1949 
plantings.

Mowing these areas will get rid of the 
old grass and encourage new growth. 
Cattle will not graze the rings of 
grass around piles of droppings in the 
pasture, so in heavily stocked pastur- 
es. it is wise to harrow the field oc- 
casionaliy. : 

For effective use of pasture, provide 
& good supply of water and shade. 
Stock on good pasture will spend con- 
siderable time in the shade if it is 
available, To conserve fertility have 
the shade trees at the top of the slopes 
instead of at the bottom. 

Another -point worth considering is 
that of rotation or alternate grazing. 
Under this system there are two: or 
more separate fields which are pas- 
tured in succession. Aftér one field is 
grazed down the animals are removed 
and the forage allowed ‘to grow to a 
height of four to six inches before it 
is grazed again. The ideal system of 
rotation is to have four fields and to 


divide the herd into two groups. The} 


firet group, consisting of the cows in 
milk, is pastured first on each plot in 
succession. The dry cows and heifers 
follow the milking herd to complete 
the grazing. With this system of pas- 
ture management liberal fertilization 
will increase yields very materally.
